useful liv es for hundreds of children 
bereft of the watchful care of parents. 
This is not an idle dream, for the 
institution is fostered by t>he general 
synod of the Ev angelical Lutheran 
church cov ering sev eral states, and 
with this tield to draw from for sup­ 
port the board feels warranted in 
going ahead and planning what wh 
ultimately be a v ast institution capa 
ble of caring for the many orphans 
whose applications for admission wjj 
be receiv ed from this large territory . 
The Home as it stands at present is 
the g ill of Mrs. Mary E. Sbipperi ol 
Nachusa and is a weil improv ed prop­ 
erty of forty-six acres adjoining Na- 
chusa on tiie north. 
It was a most 
generous g ift and many generations 
are destined to bless aud honor her 
and her memory for the philanthropic 
act.

Not anticipating an immediate need 
for the iirnit ol accommodations the 
board reserv ed four of the ten room* 
in the house and rt*# wd the rest with 
the land for a year u, Tillman Group 
for a $250 cash rental. 
By the end of 
the year the board will take lull 
possession of the property.

Dixon sent nearly a 
hundred v isitors by train and carriage 
and from Sterling there were forty- 
liv e, while the surrounding country 
swelled the crowd to not less than 
three hundred.

West of the house is a large orchard 
sweet with the blossoms of two score 
cherry trees, while in the spacious 
door yard is a stately grov e of pine 
trees throwing grateful shade upon 
the soft grass. 
1 nder these trees the ladies of Na­ 
chusa spread tables laden with inv it­ 
ing food and here they serv ed more 
than two hundred guests, in this way 
raising $68 which they turned ov er to 
the board for the use of the home: 
The smaller of the tables was a hand­ 
some dining room table, a g ift from 
the Dixon Lutheran church for the 
Home and thus used for tlie first time. 
Ov er the tables hung a pretty Amer­ 
ican nag donated by Benj. Snyder of 
Dixon. 
Flags and bunting also ad­ 
orned the front of the house. 
The reception hour was a pleasant 
occasion, especially for the 
former 
parishoner« of Rev erands Dornblaser, 
Helt/.el and Hartman who were cir­ 
culating among warm friend.--.
